THO USA NDS 
MASSACRED 


Beirut, April 25.—The situation in 
Asiatic Turkey is one of extreme grav- 
ity. How many thousands have been 
massacred cannot even be estimated, be- 
Cause the disturbances have been 60 
widespread that it is impossible to ob- 
tain details of the happenings during 
the past ten days. The Jatest estimates 
of the number killed in the vilayet of 
Adana reaches approximately 25,000 and 
thousands have been killed in the towns 
of other districts. The state of siege, 
Which several of the places are under- 
going, hag brought the inhabitants to 
the verge of staryation, and each day 
brings ite tales of further atrocities and 
the depths of misery and despair to 
which the savagery of the fanatics has 
brought the people. 

Several warships are now in these wa- 
tems, but the disorders are so far-reach- 
ing that the efforts of the powers to re- 
store normal conditions have ase yet 
hardiy been felt. The French cruiser 
Jules Ferry arrived here today, and 
left almost immediately for Latakia, 
where swarms of refugeés are pour- 
ing in. 

British, French and German warships 
are at other ports, and marines have 
been landed to quell disorders as far as 
‘possible at the more important points. 

One of the missionaries at Alexan- 
dretta, Mr. Kennedy, with 460 Turkish 
troops, has gone to the relief of Deur- 
-tul, an Armenian village on the coast, 
where ten thousand people within the 
walls are besieged by immense forces 
of Kurds and Circassians. Only two 
daye ago a British warship returned 
from that place, the governor of the 
district. having refused the commander 
permission to land a relief patty. The 
water supply has been cut off from the 
town, and the besieged are suffering 
greatly on that account. The children 
are drinking out of animals tracks after 
a ehower. There was incessant firing 
on Greek subjects, sent out under an 
escort yesterday.

GREAT BRITAIN TO PROTECT 
AMERICANS IN TURKEY. 


Washington, April 25.—While condi- 
tions in the near east continue to be 
alarming and unsettled, the state de- 
partment has been given assurance by 
Great Britain through the Americas 
embassy at London that her ships on 
the scene are adequate to protect Amer- 
icangs as well as PWnglish subjects. 

Further advices t@®ay from the Lon- 
don embassy contain the information 
that after a consultation with the Brit- 
ish foreign office, Russia has sent an 
expedition from the frontier to Tabriz 
for the relief of foreign nations. It is 
also stated that the British representa- 
tives at Teheran do not regard the Per- 
sian eituation ag serious as the Ameri- 
can legation has indicated. 

A dispatch from the American em- 
bassy at Constantinople, dated ! o'clock 
today, states that after severe fighting 
the city is in complete control of the 
constitutional forces. 

The dispatch says the dragoman, or 
interpreter of the American embassy, 
named Garguila, a Turk, has been 
slightly wounded in the arm, and that 
Mr. Moore, the newspaper correspond- 
ent, is resting easily.

BOMB EXPLODES 
FAMOUS CHURCH 


Placed There by Italian 
W orkmen. 


Only Three Persons in St. Louis 
Cathedral, New Orleans, at 
the Time—All Escaped 
Without Injury. 


New Orleans, La., April 25.—The, fa- 
mous o14 St. Louis Cathedral, in Char- 
tres street, was shaken thig gfternoon 
by an explosion believed to have re- 
suited from the placing of a.bomb in 
he south tower of the building. 

The explosion, heard for many biocks 
and creating wild excitement in that 
section of the city, occurred at about 
@:30 o’clock, when the church was prac- 
¢ically empty of worshippers. A priest, 
@ woman and a child were the only 
occupants of the building at the time, 
and none of them was injured. 

One of the small altars in the. front 
of the church was wrecked, handsome 
gless windows were broken and a 
quantity of plastering dislodged. The 
damage amounts to about $2,000. 

A riot call was at once sent in te the 
‘first precinct police station, and several 
gcore of detectives and policemen were 
hurried to the scene. A number of ar- 

ts have followed. 

The police express the belief that 
dissensions among some of a party of 
Italian workmen, engaged in making 
certain repairs in the south tower of 
the church, was responsible for the ex- 
plosion. It is claimed that a charge of 
g@ynamite or some other high explosive, 
was placed where it was thought it 
would send into eternity certain work- 
men against whom the enmthity of the 
perpetrators existed, and that a mis- 
calculation as to the time of the explo- 
gion was made. 

Had the explosion occurred two or 
=“ hours earlier, when the church 

thronged with worshippers, a

AT ALEXANDRIA 


President Taft Will Be 


Present. 


On Friday, 120th Anniversary 
of Inauguration of George 
Washington, Park Will Be 
Dedicated to His Memory. 


Alexandria, Va., April 25.—This  his- 
toric city of the ‘Old Dominion” is all 
agog tonight in anticipation of a week 
of gay festivities to be formally in- 
augurated tomorrow, incident to Alex- 
andria’s “old home-coming week.’’ The 
city presents a gala appearance. Thou- 
sands of former Alexandrians have re- 
turned to participate in the celebration. 

Festivities will open tomorrow night 
with’the ringing of fire bells and the 
blowing of whistles, frollowed by the 
crowning of the queen and king of the 
carnival, Miss Marie Fannon, a popular 
society girl, and Herry Fleischmann. 
The ceremony will take place in. the 
court of honor, at the conclusion of 
which Mayor Paff will turn the keys 
of the city over to the king. Then, 
after a spectacular pyrotechnic display, 
the royal party will march to the head 
of King street, where the king will 
fasten the key of the city to its gates. 

The feature of the week's festivities 
will occur next Friday, the one hundred 
and twentieth anntversdry of the in- 
auguration of George Washington as 
president of the United States, when a 
park will be dedicated to the memory 
of the “Father of His* Country.” Ma- 
sonic ceremonies and an imposing mil- 
itary pageant reviewed by President 
Taft, Vice President Sherman, Speaker 
Cannon and members of congress, will 
mark the event. The famous Rich- 
mond Blues will act as President Taft's 
military escort. Governor Claude A. 
Swanson, of Virginia, will deliver a 
memorial address at the dedication.

istry has not been dissolved, but Con- 
stantinople anda number of other 
places have been declared in a state of 
siege. 

Last Gerrison to Surrender, 

Martial law prevails, and while there 
is some nessiness among the people, 
order ha& been maintained with a strict 
hand. 

The last garrison to surrender was the 
Selimieh artillery barracks in Secutari, 
opposite Stamboul. Four thousand men 
Stationed there, with a hundred guns, 
threatened to blow the city into ruins, 
but General Schefket today ordered up 
sixty big guns and several batteries of 
machine guns to positions which com- 
manded the barracks, and the cruiser 
Medjidieh steamed out of range of the 
field pieces and prepared for action. The 
commander of the barracks thereupon 
submitted, and the artillerymefi will be 
marched out, as the troops of the other 
fatrisons already have . been treated, 
and made temporary prisoners without 
arms, to await transfer to outlying dis- 
tricts. 

Following yesterday's terrific fighting, 
the city took on an aspect of strange 
complacence towards evening. There 
was some fear that there would be 
further fighting during the night, as 
the forces of General Schefket were 
strongly posted close to the palace. 

Investing Troops Reinforced. 

But beyond a few scattering shots, 
there was nothing to disturb the peace 
of the city. The investing troops were 
reinforced, however, in the fear that the 
Yildig garrison would remain loyal to 
the sultan and continue the struggle to 
the end, Fortunately, the officers in 
command of. these soldiers saw the 
hopelessness of resistance, and there 
Was no opposition when various com- 
manders laid down their swords and 
gave over their detachments to the 
strongly entrenched enemy. 

The proclaiming of martial law in 
Constantinople and environs was  fol- 
Towed by a circular note, whiclt was 
sent to each of the foreign ambassadors. 
It read: 


“I have the honor to inform your ex- 
cellency that, in view of the § circum- 
stances, a state of siege begins today 
in the capital, Ismid, Tchekmedije, 
Tchatalja, bize, Kartal and Beyoos. 


“Minister of Foreign Affairs.” 
Colonel Calib, inspector general, has 
been made responsibie for the preserva- 
tion of order, and placards have been 
posted, about the city requesting - the 
people to continue their business, open 
their shops, on which the shutters are 
still up, and avoid accepting as true and 
repeating rumors prejudicial to tran- 
quility of mind.

Nairobi, British Bast Africa, April 25. 
After a brief hunting expedition last 
evening at Kapiti Plains,\ ex-~President 
Roosevelt an@ his party broke camp 
and started for the ranch of Sir Alfred 
(Pease, on the Athi river today. Colonel 
Roosevelt spent part of yesterday after- 
noon sorting his kit, while Kermit and 
several of the men went to try their 
luck with the rifles. An old settler, who 
seemed to take a liking to Kermit, of- 
fereg to show him a likely place for good 
sport. They succeeded in bringing 
down one buck. 

Colonel Roosévelt’s first hunt was 
favored by fine, weather, and he enjoyed 
the experience immensely. He bagged 
two wildebeests and a Thompson's 
Gazelle. In one respect Mr. Roosevelt 
was somewhat disappointed, as he had 
been. anxious to sectire a Grant’s 
Gazelle, whose massive horns are much 
sought after for trophies. The hunt 
lasted several ‘hours, ang all the mem- 
bers of the party were well tired out 
when they returned to camp. 

Smallpox is prevalent at Nairobi, and 
two cases have developed among the 
porters at Kapiti. These have been 
quarantined, and the strictest precau- 
tions are being observed to prevent a 
spread of the disease among those at- 
tached to the Roosevelt party. The dan- 
ger of this is now considered slight. 
The pelice still maintain thelr measures 
for the protection of the Americans from 
annoyance. They will not permit any 
except those designated by Colonel 
Roosevelt to go with the expedition. 

It has now been definitely learned that 
none of Mr. Roosevelt's baggage is 
missing, and ‘that nothing has been 
stolen.

New Orleans, April 25.—Eight people 
were lost and seven others on board 
had a thrilling escape from death when 
the towboat Fagle, of the Louisiana 
Petroleum Company, went down early 
today in the Mississippi river about 40 
miles south of New Orleans.

The accident occurred at about: 4:30 
otlock this morning, and at the time 
all of those who perished were asleep. 
The occurrence was one of overwhelm- 
ing suddenness. 

Broke in Half. 

Without seeming reason the boag be- 
gan to dip and take water, and in an 
instant was going down, breaking in 
half ag it sank. Without opportunity of 
giving warning to their companions, all 
unconscious of the impending diaster, 
those on deck found themselves pre- 
cipitately thrown into the swift cur- 
rent of the deep channel. They suc- 
ceeded in catching hold of objects 
washed from the boat, and managed 
te stay afloat until they attracted at- 
tention from the shore. 

Their cries attracted two fishermen, 
who went to their assistance in skiffs, 
and finally landed the party on shore. 
They were brought to New Orleans on 
the tug’ boat Wilmot tonight. None 
was injured. 

The sinking of the Eagle jis one of 
the mysterious tragedies, the cause for 
which it is impossible to advance a sat- 
isfactory conjecture. There was no 
explosion of any kind, declare the sur- 
vivors. At the time the Eagle was con- 
veying an ofl barge up the river. The 
barge broke away from the towboat 
when the latter sank. 

The Eagle was @ stern-wheel boat. 
built along the ordinary lines of the 
emalier river steamers. The. boat is 
undoubtedly a total loss. - 

At the point where it went down the 
river is about !00 feet deep.

Senator Bailey Fires First

Bailey Has Made Careful Study 
* of Question and Will Express 
Himself Plainly—The Fina! 
Tariff Amendments to Be 
Reported Today. 


Washington, April 28.—The income tax 
in connection with the tariff bill will 
receive especial attention in the senate 
during the present week. Senator Bailey, 
who has introduced an amendment pro- 
viding for a flat rate of taxing in- 
comes; will speak on Monday, in sup- 
port of his amendment, and he will 
probably be followed by others for and 
against the provision. 

. Bailey May Speak for Two Days. 

Mr. Bailey has made a careful study 
of the question, and will be prepared to 
present the subject in all of its bear- 
ings. He is expected to express him- 
pself pointedly, and.no doubt will be 
subjected to many interruptions. He 
hopes to conclude on Monday, but may 
continue for at least two days. 

The committee on finance probably 
will report ite final amendments to the 
tariff schedule tomorrow, and as soon 
as the opportunity permits, the senate 
will retupn to the consideration of the 
bill parg@graph by paragraph. There 
are = two.hundred of these para- 
graphs, 

The general-opinion is that the. bill 
will remain in the senate three or four 
weeks. There are few senate speeches 
in prospect, among those who will 
speak being Messrs. Rayner, Clay and 
Bacon. The two Georgia senators oc- 
cupy opposite positions on the lumber 
schedule, Mr. Clay standing for free 
lumber, and Mr. Bacon for the reten- 
tion of the Dingley rates of $2. per 
thousand feet.

Birmingham, Ala., April 25.—John 
Thomas, a negro, was quietly lynched by 
@ small crowd of men about one mile be- 
low Bessemer tonight, at 9 o'clock. 
The negro was being taken to jail in 
Bessemer. when he was overtaken by 
citizens, who mage short work of the 
prisoner by hanging him to a tree in 
the woods. After the hanging, the 
crowd quietly went back to their 
homes. ' 

Thomas committed criminal assault 
upon a lady named Mrs. Patterson, 
hear Parkwood, on the Louisville and 
Nashvilte railroad, about noon today. 
The news spread rapidly and the citi- 
zens began the pursuit. The negro 


was found near the scene of the crime 
late this afternoon at the home of a 
farmer for whom he worked. He was 
taken before a justice of the peace, 
and a warrant was sworn out for him. 
The citizens, numbering probably not 
more than a dozen, took the negro be- 
fore Mrs... Patterson, who positively 
identified him. Her two children also 
fdentified the negro. There had, up 
to this time, been no open evidences 
of violence, and a well-known farmer, 
named Andy Roy, started with the ne- 
gro and warrant for Bessemer, where 
he was to be lodged in jail. 

All went well until Roy and his 
prisoner got within about a mile of 
Bessemer. Here they were overtaken 
by the citizens and the negro was ex- 
amined to make doubly 'sure he was 
the right man. Thomas finally con- 
fessed to the crime, but said he dia 
not mind going to jail, that he did not 
want them to hang him. He told 
the posse that he had just gotten out 
of jail where he had served several 
years, and that he did not mind going 
back. He only asked them to spare 
his life. The response was a rope, 
and he was swinging to a tree the 
next moment. 

The body is still swinging in the 
high wind at midnight, and the coroner 
States that he will go down and make 
an investigation tomorrow.

After many days of waiting, Ught is 
at last breaking on the summer stock 
company proposition, and Atlanta is 
promised sufficient variety to please all 
classes of theater-goers. 

According to General Representative 
Hugh Cardoza, it has practically been 
settled that both musical stock and 
dramatic stock will be presented at the 
Lyric this summer. The detailg will be 
worked out in the near future. ‘ 

Ever since Jake Wells and Hugh Carr- 
doza began figuring on the summer 
company, the interests of both Atlanta 
and Birmingham have been carefully 
considered. 

To offer stock in both Wells houses 
was planned, but>these two theatrical 
promoters found it difficult to decide 
whether to put on dramatic or musical 
stock. 

So finally a compromise was effected, 
by which two companies will be signed 
up, and started to work, one a musical 
stock company and the other a dra- 
matic stock company.

Later, in front of the mein gates of 
the palace, a row of eunuchs sat on 
chairs sunning themselves and watch- 
ing the movements of the officers con- 
nected with the transfer of the guar- 
dGianship of the eultan’s person. 

“It Is the Will of Allah.” 

Memdouk Pasha, commander of the 
surrendered palece guards, came slowly 
out of the gate. He was allowed to 
keep his sword, but was attended by 
officers whose swords are missing. 
Memdouk Pasha paused to talk with 
the correspondents. 


“It is the will of Allah,” gaid he. “We | 


have done our duty.” 


“It Was through me,” remarked one 
of the chamberlains of the court, Ali 
Bey, “that his majesty sent the mes- 
sage to Memdouk Pasha not to resist. 
‘All of them,’ said his majesty, ‘still are 
my children. I do not wish any more 
bloodshed.’ When the sultan gave the 
command not to resist, there was no 
resistance, and the affair was ended.” 

The sultan summoned his grand 
vizier, Tewfik -Pasha, and the minister 
of war, Edhem Pasha, to come to him 
when the guns firet began to sound 
yesterday morning. They remained 
with him throughout the day and re- 
ceived bulletins of the disaster from 
The sultan’s bearing is 
described as troubled. He was silent 
and outwardly calm, and was consid- 
erate and courteous toward his aides 
and others who came in contact with 
him. 

What Will Be Done With Sultan? 

The question is now being asked by 
everyone: “What will be done with the 
sultan?’ This inquiry was made direct- 
ly to Col. Hamdi at the headquarters 
of Schefket Pasha, the commander of 
the second and third army corps, and 
he replied: “His majesty’s relation to 
the events of March 13, will, I under- 
stand, be considered by a commission 
of notable men sitting privately. The 
endeavor will be to arrive at a just 
estimate of his majesty’s position.” 

Col. Hamdi added that neither Gen- 
eral Schefket nor any of the four prin- 


cipal subordinate commanders, had seen 


the sultan. 

“But we have been told,” said he, “by 
officers of the household that his atti- 
tude has had nothing to do with the de- 
plorable occurrences. He is, and has 
been, for the constitution. This is not 
a civil war, but a punitive expedition. 
Our task is to cleanse the army from 
sedition and bring it to a proper state 
of discipline; to find, try and execute 
those who have murdered their officers 
and devised and led the rising against 
the authority of the state. We shall 
court-martial the suspected persons and 
execute those’ that are condemned, who 
will number possibly fifty, possibly two 
hundred.” 

Sultan in Hands of Parliament. 

Enver Bey, one of the leaders of the 
young Turks, when asked how mili- 
tary men regarded the sultan, replied: 

“We do not have an opinion on 
that cubjyect. The sultan is in the 
hands of parliament. The army is 
the instrument of the civil authori- 
ties and the army’s missiofi in this 
affair is to uphold the civil govern- 
ment.” 

While Enver Bey was talking, the 
Taxim barracks detachment of Mace- 
donians marched in, singing the Turk- 
ish revolutionary bymn to the tune of 
“Partant Pour la Syrie.” When they 
recognized Enver Bey, they eried out 
They crowded 
about him, putting their arms out and 
embracing and kissing him. Tears 
rolled down the cheeks of the gray- 
haired man, wearing a white knitted 
cap. He was one of the volunteers, 
who, of all ages, races and conditions, 
have offered themselves for this cam- 
paign. 

They love’ to be near Enver Bey. 
who, besides his human qualities, his 
power to stir enthusiasm and affection, 
ts looked upon by his associates in 
command as a@ scientific soldier. Gen- 
eral Schefket gave him the credit of 
working out the details of yesterday's 
operations. After the work here is 
finished he expecta to return to Ber- 
lin as military attache of the Turkish 
embassy, which post he held before 
the beginning of this campaign. 

They Look Like Brigands. 

Lewis Einstein, secretary of the 
American embassy, met a detachment 
of volunteers in the streets. They 
looked much like brigands, for they 
were dusty, unshaven and worn out. 
He was astonished to see among them 
two of his old friends, Rauf Pasha, 
formerly commander of @ Turkish 
warshin and Fuad Bey, who served 
for eight years in the guard regiment 
at Potsdam. The latter was still 
wearing his monocle. 

Colonel Envers’ work today con- 
sisted in obtaining the submission of 
the artillery in the Selimieh barracks

yeu have only one hundred rounds 
apiece for those guns.” 

Sixty Guus in Positien. 

The report of the coming bombard- 
ment spread throughout the city, caus- 
ing great uneasiness. In the after- 
noon traffic was stopped on the Bos- 
phorus, the ferries being used to trans- 
fer infantry and artillery to the oppo- 
site side. Sixty guns were placed in 
position and trained on the barracks 
and several! batteries of machine guns 
were brought up.

BECOME FEATURE OF PARIS 


Paris. April 25.—This city, the home 
of so many noveities, has started a new 
custom which, undoubtedly, will be 
taken up and “followed in many... 
cities elsewhere. It is nothing less 
using automobiles for cenveying stray 
or uviicensed dogs to the pound, or ‘ta 
Fourriere,” as it is called here. 

Yesterday saw the Inauguration of 
this new service. A hasty glance at the 
automobile, when cdosed, would only 
suggestt to the onlooker a possible de- 
livery wagon, not unlike many that are 
in constant use in the city py the large 
firme. It. is only when the side is 
opened that one learns fts true mie- 
sion. 

There are geven basket cages ar- 
ranged in two rows—and differing in 
size. When a dog is picked up he is im- 
mediately put in the basket most suit- 
able to his height. Individual doors 
over each sage, “made like biinds, are 
provided for the ventilation necessary 
for the animals’ comfort in transporia- 
tion. 

When the baskets are filled the auto 
returns to headquarters and exchanges 
the occupied cages for empty ones and 
is then off again for more stragglers.

Pathologist Is Very Much 
Encouraged.

Washington, April 26.—(Special.)—The 
result of some work carried on in Geor- 
gia last spring by T. W. Ayres, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, to test the usefulness of lime sul- 
phur sprays for orchards, has-just been 
published in a circular by the 8 


of plant industry. 

During the past two years the depart- 
ment has experimented with self- 
boiled and unboiled Mme gulphur mix- 
tures in a number of states, and is 
much encouraged by the results shown 
in the contro) of apple and peach dis- 
ease 

The report is written by W. M. Scott, 
pathologist, in charge of orchard 
spraying experiments and demonstra- 
tions, fruit and disease investigations, 
and says: 

Lime Sulphur §prays. 


“There are now three ‘lime-sulphur 
preparations which have considerable 
value as fungicides—home-boiled lime- 
sulphur wash, factory-boiled lime-sul- 
phur solution and _  self-boiled lime- 
sulphur mixture. ® 

“The home-boiled lime-sulphur wash 
is the regular wash for the San Jose 
scale which has been used as an in- 
secticide and as a fungicide for a num- 
ber of years. Various formulae are 
used in its preparation, but the follow- 
ing seems to meet all requirements: 
Lime, 20 pounds; sulphur. 15 pounds, 
and water, 50 gallons. The lime. the 
sulphur, and about half of the water 
are boiled together for about forty-five 
minutes in a kettle over a fire or ina 
barrel or other suitable tank with 
steam. After straining and diluting to 
50 gallons the wash is ready for appli- 
cation to the trees. Practically all of 
the sulphur goeg into solution and com- 
bines with the ime inthe form of 
monosulphid, polysulphid and thiosul- 
phate. ; 

“For @epraying trees in the dormant 
state this wash may be substituted for 
Bordeaux mixture as a fungicide. and it 
is a common practice in some sections 
to use it for the peach leaf-curl. Being 
both an insecticide and a fungicide, it 
makes a good combination treatment 
for the San Jose scale and leaf-curl. It 
is injurious to foliage, however. and 
cannot be safely used a summer spray 
unless greatly diluted, and then not 
effectively on the peach.

Sulphur Solution. 


“The factory-boiled lime-sulphur so- 
lution is a concentrated solution of 
practically the same composition as 
the home-made, wash, and is placed on 
the market as’a substitute for the lat- 
ter by several reputable firms. The 
home-boiled wash is troublesome to 
make and does not keep well owing to. 
crystallization of the sulphur, so that 
the prepared wash, which keeps indefi- 
nitely and is ready to use when re- 
ceived, requiring only dilution with 
water, is becoming popular. There is 
some variation tn the strength of the 
solutions made by different firms, but 
they usually contain 2% to 3 pounds of

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PRESIDENT TAFT AND THE TARIFF. 


So positive are the statements regarding President Tafts’s attitude 
toward the new tariff bill, sent out in the dispatches from Washington, that 
they must be accepted as authoritative and, perhaps, inspired by the pres- 


ident himself. 
According to these apparently ex-cathedra statements— 


It is well knadwn by persons who have talked with Mr. Taft that the 
president first of all would like to have a tariff law that will confer some real 
benefit on the consumers of the country; in other words, on people generally. 
It is asserted that he would even go to the length of having the tariff law 
contain all the items upon which reductions were made in the house biH and 
in the senate bill and keep the duties of the present law on all articles upon 
which increases were provided by the house and the senate committee on 
finance. Having obtained a bill which, in his opinion, would give the most 
benefit to the greatest number of people, _ Mr. Taft. it is understood, would 
first ascertain whether a bill so drawn wauld provide sufficient revenue for 
the support of the government. If it were found that such a bill would not 
provide sufficient revenue, he would then give consideration to the imposition 


This attitude is so directly at cross purposes with that of Senator Al- 
drich, the high priest of protection and tariff-maker of the senate, that it 
Suggests possible, if not probable, antagonism between the executive and 
the supporters of the Aldrich program. 

Senator Aldrich has presented a tariff bill in which the reductions made 
are of practical benefit only to the protected manufacturer; it proposes to 
vored industry, even greater tribute than he is required to pay under ad 
Dingley act. 

President Taft has the last word. It will remain for him to say whether

“Vagrants ef the Higher Life.” 

THE AMERICAN COLLEGE; A CRIT- 
ICISM. By Abraham Flexner. Thinkers 
who are making the time and opper- 
tunity to analyze our educational facil- 
ities today, with a view to see whether 
they are justifying the manner of their 
administration, wil find absorbing ma- 
terial in this little volume by Dr. Filex- 
ner. 

The varioug chapters bristle with 
astute and deliberate criticsm of our 
present university standards, and the 
standerde of our college preparatory 
schools. 

Dr. Fiexner believes the curriculum 
in vogue at most of the American in- 
stitutions, or rather the style in which 
they are being applied, turns out young 
men unable to deal with the sharp 
realities of modern life. He intimates 
that they are left dangling in an atmos- 
phere of theory, with no friendly para- 
chute furnishing a means of safe 
descent. 

Referring to helpless and  faultily 
equipped graduates as the “vagrants 
of the highér life,” Dr. Flexner would 
reform the methods that perpetrate 
these conditions, persuade the uni- 
versities to pay less attention to mere 
numbers and bulk, and simplify and 
make coherent the routine, whetfer in 
preparatory school or university. : 

He is inclined to hold, under present 
conditions, that college education does 
not prove of especial advantage to men 
in commercial careers, and his argu- 
ments are difficult of circumnavigation. 
He points the way out, the route by 
which elements of practicability and 
cooperation may be introduced in gur 
existing systems. 

The fact that Dr. Flexner is pre- 
eminently qualified clothes his critical 
analysis with pertinent significance.

Tried President. 


The Death of Nevada Senator 
Takes One of Last Survivors 
of Famous Trial—Senator 
Henderson Only One Living. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 25.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The death of former Sena- 
tor William Morris Stewart, of Nevada, 
which occurred in Washington Friday 
morning, removes from the field of 
earthly activity one of the last survivors 
of the senate which sat on the trial of 
President Johnson. There are no mem- 
bers of this famous senate now surviv- 
ing with the exception of ex-Senator J. 
B. Henderson, who is at present living 
in Washington. 

At the trial of President Johnson by 
the senate, the late Genator Stewart W4s 
one of the seven republicans who voted 
for acquittal. The vote was thirty-five 
to nineteen, President Johnson escaping 
impeachment by the narrow margin of 
one vote. ; 

Senator Stewart was 82 years old at 
the time of his death, and had been 4 
familiar figure in Washington for half 
a century. When he went out of the 
senate his first term of service ante- 
dated that of any member of the sen- 
ate. He was not the oldest in point of 
continuous service, as there had been 
a lapse in his succession. He was the 
first senator which the state of Nevada 
sent to the upper body as its represen- 
tative upon its admission to the union. 

In one of the most fashionable dis- 
tricts in Washington there is a vacant 
lot with completed excavations for 4 
cellar. This lot bears mute testimony 
to an unaccomplished plan of another 
United States senator. Here formerly 
stood what was known as “Stewart's 
Castle.” It was razed to the ground to 
make room for a palatial structure 
which Senator W. A. Clerke, of Mon- 
tana, proposed to erect on that site. Sen- 
ator Clarke changed his plans, however, 
and built the unique structure on Fifth 
avenue, New York. 

Advocated Free Silver. 
In the free silver movement, which 


was the dominant issue in the campaign 
of 1896, Senator Stewart beheld a di- 
vided duty. He was enthusiastically for 
silver, but did not entirely break with 
his party. He said that: there were 
other economic issues in which hg sid®d 
with the republican view, and in the 
next senate he lined up with the free 
silver republicans,. who constituted the 
balance of power in that body. In the 
silver fight, Senator Teller, of Colorado, 
came over boldly to the democratic side, 
where he remained until his retirement 
on March 3 last, although frequently tMe 
old man, in tite midst of his democratic 
colleagues, must have felt like a gosling 
in a brood of chickens. Senawr Carier, 
of Montana, was also for free silver, 
but joined the ranks of the free silver 


republicans rather than leave the party) 


entirely. Senator Stewart’s advocacy of 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver 
was the ovérshadowing ‘feature in his 
whole career. 

Clay on Stewart. 

In speaking of the death of former 
®enator William Morris Stewart, of Ne- 
vada, Senatur Clay said: 

“When I came to the senate, Senator 
Stewart was a prominent member of 
that body. He was a man of great 
force and gave close attention to the 
business of the senate. He spoke often 
and’ well, and was regarded @s a strong 
man. Like Senator ‘eller, of Colorado, 
who retired last March, he affiliated 
with the democrats in the silver move- 
ment, and was then known as a free 
Silver republican. He was one of the 
most successful men in the west, and 
during his eventful life, he accumulated 
three vast fortunes. At one time he 
Was reputed to be the wealthiest man 
in the senate. He helped to open the 
famous Comstock lode, which developed 
into one of the best paying mines ever 
worked. He left the senate in 1905, hav- 
ing served out his last term, and in 
greatly reduced circumstances return- 
ed to the west, and in the practice of 
law and by his mining operations, re- 
couped his lost fortune.”’

“Resolved, by the Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of Henry county, that recognizing 
the manifest hardships and injustice 
that the present system inflicts upon 
the teachers of the state of Georgia, 
the result of which injustice must nec- 
essarily be manifest in the training of 
the children, the future citizens of the 
state, to the detriment of the educa- 
tional interest, and fair name of the 
state. 

“Resolved, that we, as teachers, urge 
Our fellow-teachers and teachers’ asso- 
clations and institutes of every county 
in the state to adopt resolutions cal)- 
ing upon their representatives in the 
general assembly to pass such laws as 
will remedy this evil.”

SMOKE PLAGUE 


Experiments Being Made 
at Pittsburg. 


, 


Federal Experts Have Been 


Studying Problem for Years. 


Cities May Now Do Away 
With the Menace. 


Washington, April 26.—(Special.)—The 
stnoke plague of American cities hae 
been conquered by science, according 
to the statement of federal experts who 
have been studying the problem for a 
number of years. They not only make 
the assertion that smoke prevention is 
possible, but stand ready to prove it 
by actual demonstration to anyone 
sufficiently interested, and are proving 
it every day at the United States 
geological survey experiment station at 
Pitteburg, Pa. In that smoky city, the 
plant is being operated absolutely with- 
out smoke, and the experts are burn- 
ing a coal considered refuse by the 
trade, costing, delivered at the station, 
88 cents-a ton. 

“Some may say that this can only 
be done at an experiment station, and 
not at a commercially operated plant,” 
said H. M. Wilson, chief engineer, tech- 
nologic branch, United States geolog- 
ical survey, “but the investigation con- 
ducted by the government leads to a 
different belief. Employees of the sur- 
vey visited industrial establishments in 
the larger cities ‘of Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Maryland, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, New York, Ohio and Pennsy!- 
vania, and found more than 200 plants 
being operated without smoke, and 
with a gain in economy, for smoke 
these days means waste. 

“The investigation indicates that the 
clean, comfortable American city with 
a normal amount of sunshine is not far 
off. Smokeless cities only await a 
quickened public conscience to the fact 
that this nuisance means uncleanliness, 
poverty, wretchedness, disease and 
death. The public has only to realize 
that smoke in the cities costs in mer- 
chandise in stores and warehouses more 
than six hundred million dollars a year. 
This‘loss in money is based on the 
statement of the Chicago smoke in- 
spector, that his city suffers a loss each 
vear of fifty million dollars. More than 
a third of the people of this country 
live in the great and moderate-sized 
cities.” 

The geological survey has been en- 
deavoring for several years by experi- 
ments to increase the efficiency with 
which the fuels of the country are be- 
ing used, and this led to a study of 
the smoke problem, for smoke is waste 
due to imperfect combustion. The gtate- 
ment is now made that in 50 per cent 
of the industrial plants of the United 
States more than !0 per cent of th coal 
bill can be saved each year by the 
smokeless burning of coal and 5 per 
cent in. the other plants. Bas gata 
to several million dollars.

ROSIN PRODUCTION LED 


Washington, April 25.—(Special.)}—For 
the first time in the history of the naval 
stores industry, the production of rosin 
in the United States during 1906 led 


turpentine in value. 

Since the introduction of improved 
methods of handling the great yellow 
pine forests of the southern states, the 
comparative value of rosin has advanced 
by leaps and bounds. In 1900 the value 
of turpentine exceeded the value of the 
rosin production by more than $9,000,000. 
By 1907, the value of the output of 
rosin advanced to first place in the 
naval stores output, where it was $3,- 
600.000 over the value of the turpentine 
production. The fottowing figures give 
a graphic idea of the rise of the product 
in value:

Increased Demand for Rosin. 


Rosin finds increasing use in many in- 
dustries. The finest grades, which are 
valueqg according to their degree of 
clearness, are used in the manufacture 
of soaps, fine varnish and for “sizing’’ 
in the manufacture of paper.: The me- 
dium qualities are mostly consumed in 
making yellow soap, as a flux for solder, 
as_a constituent of sealing wax, with 
tallow for common candies, and in 
pharmacy. The lowest qualities of rosin 
are used for pitch in ship and boat 
building, for brewer's pitch in sealing 
the heads and staves of barrels which 
hold liquids, and for the distillation of 
rosin oll, which enters into the manu- 
facture of lubricating materials. With 
these varied and ever increasing uses it 
is easy to see how the annual con- 
sumption of rosin has increased. 

The great decline in the prices re- 
ceived for turpentine in 1908, while the 
prices for rosin were ranging more in 
conformity with those of the preceding

year. has much to do with this condi- 
tion. but there are other causes which 
combine to lend interest to this climax 


‘in the general trend of advancement in 


the value and importance of this prod- 
uct of the nawal stores industry. 

Result of Improved Turpentining. 

That the general improvement in the 
grades of rosin, produced by more 
general use of improved methods of tur- 
pentining. is responsible to an appreci- 
able extent for the increase in the 
value of the entire rosin output is un- 
questioned, according to men familiar 
with the trade. Another cause for 
this condition is the constantly increas- 
ing demand for rosin, and especially 
the paler and more valuable grades both 
in this and in foreign countries. 

Some of those at present engaged in 
the manufacture of naval stores remem- 
ber the time when they found it un- 
profitable to preserve the residue of the 
turpentine still—rosin. A few years 
preceding the civil.war there were few 
uses for rosin, and omy a slight de- 
mand. During that period rosin was 
permitted to accumulate, with other 
discarded and valueless refuse, about

the turpentine still. But the qemand for 
rosin increased, and year by year it 
has een climbing higher in the scale 
of value and importance, until it has 
succeeded in passing turpentine, the 
heretofore vastly more valuable and 
more important product of the naval 
stores farm.

The position which rosin has assuméd 
in the naval stores market (praues well 
for increasing the use of nservative 
methods in increasing the value of the 
rosin by producing paler grades. 

Now that naval stores operators real- 
ize that rosin is no longer to be classed 
as a secondary and inferior product 
the still, ang appreciate the grow 
necessity for improving the grade, 
is expected that there will be a decided 
increase in the use of the cup and gut- 
ter or the cup and apron system for 
extracting the rosin from the tree.

MAJOR CHARL 


By Arthur H. Codiagteon. 

The growth of free government is 
fraught with strange paradoxes. But 
the pages of history recount none more 
extraordinary than that whieh dooms 
to the misunderstanding, ignominy, and 
even shame, of his contemporaries, the 
genius, the pioneer, and the true pa- 
triot. And yet in the end the pendulum 
swings true, the balance ig struck, and 
those for whom the great have toiléd 
and served and yielded their hearts’ 
bloed, from whom in life they have re- 
ceived but crowns of thorns and male- 
@ictiong and abuse, when they are no 
more, leave to posterity the task of 
glorification, honor and reward to their 
memories and their remains. ~ 

Upon afl that is left of such a one, 
the American people will on next 
Wednesday, the 28th of April, shower 
a long withheld gratitude. The bould- 
ers and obstacles that once were cast 
across hig path will give place to the 
honorary escort, the tribute of elo- 
quence, and the roses, that will accom- 
pany the transference of the body of 
the noble Frenchman, Major Pierre 
Charlies L’Enfant, from the nation’s 
capitol {in Washington to historic Ar- 
lington. 

From the commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Georgians who are 
descendants of one who befriended 
L’Enfant in hie olf age and poverty 
as an honored guest in hig home, the 
late William Dudiey Digges, of Green 
Hill, Prince George county. Maryland, 
have recetved the following invitation: 
“The commissioners of the District of 
Columbia have the honor to invite you 
to be present at the ceremonies in hon- 
or of Major Pierre Charles L’Enfant, 
in the rotunda of the United States 
capitol, at 10:30 o’clock on the morning 
of April 28 inetant, in connection with 
the transfer of his remains from Green 
Hill, Md., to the Arlington National 
cemetery, and to take part in the hon- 
orary escort of the remains from the 
capitol to Arlington, immediately after 
the ceremonies. * * * The _ vice- 
president of the United States and the 
ambassador of France will make ad- 
dresses as part of the ceremonies. Very 
respectfully (signed), Henry B. F. Mc- 
Farland, President of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Dietrict of Co- 
lumbia.” To Honorable and Mrs. Em- 
ory Speer and to Mr. Cecil Morgan, of 
Macon, this invitation was sent. Mrs. 
Speer and Mr. Morgan are grandchil- 
dren of the friend of L’Enfant. 

The brilliant Frenchman,in whom we 
find today so much to admire and re- 
ward, was born in Paris on August 2, 
1754. A lieutenant in the provincial 
service of France, at the age of 23. 
with other daring young Frenchmen, 
he came with LaFayette, in April, 1777, 
to the aid of America. He had been 
trained in engineering and the science 
of war in the best military institutions 
of France, and at once dietinguished 
himeelf in the patriot cause by build- 
ing Fort Mifflin, on the Delaware. 
Against it one of the most vigorous of 
the Britigh attacks during the revolu- 
tionary war was vainly directed. He 
was early in 1778 commissioned a cap- 
tafn of engineers in the continental 
army, and his skill as a designer of 
fortifications soon attracted the atten- 
tion of Washington himeelf, who made 
him chief of engineers. By special res- 
olution of congress of May 2, |783, the 


upon him. 

But L’Enfant’s services to the strug- 
gling young confederation were not 
wholly restricted to his mechanical and 
inventive ability. At the siege of Sa- 
vannah, here in our own gtate, when it 
was held by the British..and a com- 
bined assault was made by the Ameri- 
cans and thelr French allies on the 
morning of October 8, !779, L’Enfant, 
in the forefront of battle, made a dar- 
ing and brilliant attempt to fire the 
abattis of the enemy in front of their 
lings. The Georgia chronicler states 
that general ignition of the defenses 
was prevented only by the “dampness 
of the atmosphere’ of that seaport 
town. As the abattia were also con- 
structed of green pine, the failure may 
have also resulted from the French- 
man’s lack of knowledge that our 
Georgia pine, to be easily combustible, 
requires some drying of seasoning. In 
this attempt he wae severely wounded. 

After independence had crowneg the 
efforts of the revolutionary arms, the 
young Frenchman’s services as an 
architect were in constant demand. 
When comfortable quarters in New York 
city could not be found for the meet- 
ings of the continental congress, in |789, 
he remodeled the old city hall. His 
distinguished merit and services on that 
occasion are attested in a letter com- 
mending him in that language from the 
secretary of the New York corporation, 
one James Duane, who added: ‘While 
the hall exists it will exhibit a magt 
respectable monument of your eminent 
talents."” Among other evidences of his 
architectural genius was the house 
which he designed and built for Robert 
Morris, the patriot financier, in Phila- 
delphia. It is interesting to note.that 
notwithstanding his inestimable services 
as superintendent of finance. and con- 
tributions from his own funds to the 
American cause, the great financier him- 
self was in his poverty rewarded with a 
debtor’s cell in a Philadelphia prison. 
For this laber there ig no evidence that 
L’Enfant recelved more than Morris’ 
promissory notes, which were found un- 
cancelled in his possession at his death. 
and are yet in the possession of thé 
descendants of William Dudley Digges. 
Another expression of his artistic taste 
and skill remains in his design of the 
medal for the ancient and renowned 
“Order of the Cinctnnati.”’ For this 
work he was employed by Washington 
and Alexander Hamilton. In a letter of 
May 24, !79!1, from Hamilton to the de- 
signer, we find these expressions: “You 
will not forget I Hope the devices for 
the coin. As sodn as yoursimagination 
shall have fixed upon anything. I shal]! 
be glad to know it. With very great 
regards, I remain, always your friend. 
A. Hamilton.’ Upon his completion of 
the medal General Washington con- 
ferred upon him al) the rights of the 
society. 

But the work with which his name 
will fin this day ever be associated in 
grateful remenibrance by Americans. 
who gaze with patriotic pride upon the 
glory, the beauty and the promise and 
destiny it symbolizes, was L’Enfant’s 
conception and design of the nation’s 
Capital, and the location of the great 
structures that stand as enduring mon- 
uments to the genius of his thought 
and execution. By act of congress in 
July, 1790, a commisston of three, with 
President Washington as its head, was 
given authority .“to select on the Po- 
tomac river at some place between the 
mouth of sthe eastern branch and the 
Conocheague, a site, not te exceed 10 
miles square, for a permanent capital 
of the United States. Within three 
days, the commissioners reported, and 
Washington announced the selection of 
the city that now bears his name. 

In edmirable evidence of the fore- 
sight and sagacity of the “Father of 
his Country,” he now called to his aid 
in planning the new city the services 
of Major L’Enfant. When Washington 
returned from his famoug tour of |.900 
miles through the south in his cream- 
eelored chanot, the young engineer was.

But the “clasac”’ 
type of Jefferson's plan to divide the 
city into a “chess-board regularity of 
squares” did not appeal to L’Rnfant's 
fancy. Instead, his.idea was to make 
the capitol building itself the center, 
dviding the city into four squares, 
northeast, northwest, southeast and 
southwest, by running perpendicular 
a through the center of the build- 

g- 

The streets were to run with un- 
swerving accuracy parallel to the 
marks of division, thoge running east 
and west being lettered and thoee north 
and south numbered. To break the 
monotony of this arrangement, in addi- 
tion to numerous squares, quadrilater- 
als and triangles, to be planted with 
trees and flowers, many avenues, radi- 
ating from the capitol and the White 
House, were provided to intersect the 
streets at various angles. At each of 
such intersections are triangular 
spaces which in the springtime are 
frequented by song birds and chatter- 
ing squirrels and clad in all of Na- 
ture’s verdure at that geason. Wach ‘of 
the avenues has since been named from 
some state or city of the Unfin. The 
capitol itself wag to be situated at the 
verge of an eminence, and to the west 
and rear, facing the setting sun, ex- 
tends a line of beautiful parks contain- 
ing public buildings. This now is 
known ase “The Mail.” 

By some it ie thought that L’ Enfant 
conceived his magnificent plan from 
the work of Le Notre in designing the 
seat of the French government build- 
ings at Vereatiles. 
also sent him by post plans of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, Amsterdam, Stras- 
burg, Milan, and others of the most 
beautiful European cities. But it is not 
unlikely that the conception was origi- 
nal with L’Enfant, and was the out- 
growth of his military knowledge and 
hig artistic fancy. How interesting it 
is to recall that during this period, a 
young Corsican officer of artillery, Na- 
polean Bonaparte, had begun to make 
history by planting his batteries 
around the Tuilleries in Paris, where 
the convention of the government was 
assembied, and sweeping with flames 
of grape shot and canister that same 
arrangement of radiating avenues of 
approach, until with hig 6,000 troops 
holding the position, he had completely 
routed $0,000 revolutionists, who again 
and again essayed to gain the capitol, 
only to be driven back in bloody confu- 
gion. May it not be that such a 
thought was in the mind of L’Enfant 
when he planned and built to make a 
capital for the new nation, secure and 
adequate for all the future, and safe 
from the assaults of mob fury and the 
‘Sane Cullottes?” How easy it would 
be for a few pieces of artillery to, com- 
mand and sweep completely every ave- 
nue and street that leads to the center 
of the ‘egisiative and judicial branches 
of our government. 

I/Enfant’s task seemed too herculean 
for the mind and hand of man to per- 
form. He was derilea as a visionary by 
the short-sighted of that day, and every 
obstacle was placed in his way by spec- 
ulators, politicians, the jealous and the 
disgruntled. The site of the city, was an 
almost impenetrable swamp rising from 
the Potomac river. The highest hills 
surrounded as it were one vast ditch 
watereg in wet seasons by the overflow- 
ing streams from the Maryland hills. 
People laughed, derided, opposed his 
every move. But undismayed in the 
face of obstacle, long he toiled to make 
effective the conception he had formed, 
until it wags sefely in the way of com- 
pletion. Today it is spoken in praise of 
the capital that it is a ‘City of magnifi- 
cent distances.” So L/ Enfant spoke of 
it, but the citizens, whose convenience 
was interfered with by the wide separa- 
tion of the important buildings, em- 
ployed the phrase as a term of derision. 
They could not understand thet L’Enfant 
Was not building for a day, but for all 
time. a seat of government that would 
embody the spirit of the greatness and 
dignity of America for all the years to 
come. He was our friend, he believed 
in America, and he builded wiser than 
he knew. 

Perhaps the very integrity of our in- 
stitutiong may be in large part ascrib- 
able to the foresight of the great French- 
man, in building the White House at the 
other extreme of Pennsylvania avenue, a 
mile and a half from the capitol, instead 
of situating it as Jefferson and Madison 
had insisted, in close proximity to that 
building. What conflicts, what influ- 
ences, might have been mutually en- 
gendered by that close proximity of the 
president! The congress and the su- 
preme court we know not, but certain 
it is that the plan of L’Enfant has done 
much to make serve the permanence and 
the integrity of the three great depart- 
ments of our government, which have 
fully demonstrated the wisdom of the 
fathefs who made the constitution. 

Some writers have thought that less 
independence and greater tact on the 
part of L’Enfant might have avoided 
many of the conflicts in which he be- 
came involved with land speculators and 
the commissioners of the district them- 
selves. It is unquestioned, however, that 
his every act was governed by the 
most high-minded and patriotic motives. 
He would not disclose hia plans of the 
city to those who sought to buy choice 
sites, fill them with shanties, and se!! 
at a vast profit. The single purpose 
that burned in his bosom was to accom- 
plish his lofty design. His maps, his 
personal correspondence, were  stdlen, 
and engravings and copiés were made. 
Thus outrageously treated, in Jefferson's 
administration, he abandoned his labor 
of years, and the work was committed 
to others. Patheticaily, he writes to the 
American consul general at,Madrid: ‘'I, 
at the outset of that unfortunate busi- 
ness had fortune, friends and relations, 
who generously supplied all ms wants 
—they are no more—al) have perished, 
and with them my “(fortune and 
friends. I merely mention the 
fact of the plunder of my office, pa- 
pers, etc,, to make manifest the dif- 
ficulty of proving how considerable were 
the quantity of detall plans of the grand 
project and how the correspondence on 
the subject was also lost.” Through 
seven successive congresses he and a 
few friends endeavored to have adequate 
compensation provided fer his iong, 
faithful, earnest and enthusiastic serv- 
ices, but in vain, At one time, a bill 
Was passed and was approved allowing 
him the niggardly sum of $666.66, and a 
lot. Preudiy and indignantly, he re- 
quested the commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to rerall the order 
for the money, and “not take any fur- 
ther trouble about the lot.”

(2) CABBAGE WORMS. 

J. R. Murphey, Louisville, Ga.—!. I 
have bought five Qushels of Toole cot- 
ton pmens which I want to plant on 
eres of gray, pebble lands. Pl te 
guano per acre; want to use a little ni- 
trate of soda, and, as you adv put- 
ting not over 30 pounds per acre down 
with the seed; please write me if you 
mean to mix the seed and nitrate to- 
gether and run through ,.ame planter, 
or would you use guano distributor for 
nitrate mixed with, say, equal parts 
guano. 

2. Will you please give me a remedy 
for getting rid of the emall green cab- 
bage worm that is now eating the heads 
out of my cabbages, unless I pick them 
each morning, which is lots of trouble. 
Please answer this in «person, as I 
haven't time to get it through the pa- 
pers. Thanking you in advance. 

I know my guano used was not what 
you advise, but it was all I could get at 
are time after I decided to try Toole 
seed. 

Answer—!. My practice has been to 
put the nitrate in the furrow by hand 
after sowing the seed. There is no ob- 
jection to mixing the seed and nitrate 
and sowing them at the. same. time, 
either by means of a machine—if you 
have one that will‘do it—or you. may 
scatter the nitrate along over the cov- 
ered seed. One bushel of cotton seed is 
plenty for one acre, ang to get thirty 
pounds of nitrate to the acre you would 
have to mix the thirty pounds—which 
would measure about fifteen quarts— 
with one bushel of seed and your plant- 
er may not handle such a mixture suc- 
cessfully. It will do just as well to 
scatter the nitrate along on top of the 
covered seed furrow or in one of the 
small furrows made by the covering at-

You may, if you like, mix 
the nitrate with an equal quantity of 
guano and put it out with a distributor. 
But do not put in nitrate a week or 80 
before planting, but only at and after 
planting. You do not need a distributor 
(nor a mule) to scatter 30 pounds of 
nitrate per acre along on or in the rows. 
Mix it with dirt if your man cannot do 
it by himself. 

2. For cabbage worms, spray with @ 
solution of 8 ounces of Paris. green, 6 
pounds of quicklime and 50 gallons of 
water—or in that proportion to make a 
less quantity. Shake the lime slowly in 
sufficient water to affect it. Then di- 
lute to a thick whitewash, add the 
Paris green, stirring well. Then add 50 
gallons of water. The above answers 
also to destroy potato beetles. Be care- 
ful with the Paris green, as it is @ 
violent poison. It should, not be used 
on cabbage after they commence head- 
ing. Another. mixture for cabbage 
worms and one that is not poisonous to 
folks is a solution of 2 ounces of white 
hellebore in 10 gallons of water.

of planting. In my. extended article in 
the issue offMarch 8 1 stated that the 
mixing of nitrate with the seed before 
sowing had not been satisfactory with 
me, but that tt might probably be done, 
meaning that some cotton planting ma- 
chines might do it. My practice has 
been to scatter the nitrate by hand 
(through a trumpet) in the epen 
furrow, but have stated that where @ 
farmer uses a planter that opens, ws 
the seed and covers at one operation 
that it .will do just as well to scatter 
the nitrate along on top of the red 
seed furrow. I have done it in tha 
with. perfect satisfaction. To use 
pounds of nitrate for each bushe] of 
seed would imply the sowing of 3 bush- 
els of planting seed per acre, which 
would be a waste of at least 1% bushels, 
af you shall mix in: that way the ni- 
trate should be screened first. 


NITRATE ON CORN AND COTTON. 

H. E. Bird, Quincy, Miss.—I am want- 
ing’ to use some nitrate of soda. How 
end when shall I use it to the best ad- 
vantage? I want to try some on both 
corn and cotton. I am also using & 
high-grade fertilizer. My land is high, 
red land, clay foundation. 

Answer—lI have not at any time ad- 
vised the indiscriminate use of nitrate 
en either corn or cotton. If you will 
reread my extended article on the sub- 
tect in the issue of Margh 8 you will 
see that I advised the use of 25 to 30 
pounds per acre on corn and cotton at 
the time of planting, dropping it near 
to but not on top of the covered seed 
furrows. I also advised the applica- 
tion of nitrate as a side dressing dur- 
ing the earller stages of the growth of 
corn and cotton (not later than the lat- 
ter part of June) in cases where—for 
any cause—-the main bulk of fertilizer 
applied before planting (the proper 
time) did not contain a_ sufficient 
amount of nitrogen (ammonia) or none 
at all. If it contained no nitrogen, then 
it would be imperative that a portion, 
at least. of the nitrate (say, 30 pounds 
per acre) be applied at time of plant- 
ing, and the remainder in the course of 
e few weeks—enough for all to make a 
“balanced” fertilizer for that particular 
crop. Tf the “high-grade fertilizer’ you 
have already applied (or will have ap- 
plied) is such a “balanced” fertilizer it 
will not be necessary—in my opinion— 
to apply nitrate except the small quan- 
tity suggested at planting, or immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

NEW ZBALAND SPINACH, 

Jean Al Wilson, Atlanta, Ga.—I am in 
a gardening busirfess near Atlanta, and 
am trying to make a specialty of New 
Zealand spinach, and would succeed, I 
believe, if I only could learn how to get 
the seed to germinate. Those from 
whom I buy seed can’t tell me—they 
import the seed. They all do, I think. 

Have received much instruction about 
many things from your columns in The 
Constitution, and now turn to you for 
help in this matter. Will you tell how 
to proceed to obtain germination? 

While writing, two other questions I 
would like to ask: 

Will poke (phytolacea decandra) ber- 
ries germinate by any process? 

Is sulphur, as found in sulphide of 
soda, a good fertilizer for onions? 

Answer—I have had no personal ex- 
perience in the culture of New Zealand 
epinach (Tebragonia expansa), but the

White's “Gardening for the South” says: 

“New Zealand spinach may be sown 
early in April in a _ rich, loamy soll, 
deeply dug. Make the drills three feet 
apart @and scatter the seeds about six 
inches and cover them an inch deep. 
Thin out the plants to twenty inches 
apart.” If the weather should be dry 
after sowing the seed,’I suggest that 
you cover the seed rows with a strip 
of cheese cloth and keep the same 
moist until germination occurs. 

I do not know in regard to the ger- 
mination of phytolacea decandra. I 
have often seen young plants from seed 
self-sown and I presume you should fol- 
low nature as nearly as possible, by 
sowing in a moist, loamy and some- 
what shaded spot. 

1 have never heard of using sodium 
sulphide as a fertilizer for any plant or 
under any conditions. The two elements 
of which it is composed—sodium and 
sulphide—are_found in sufficient quan-| 
tity in all natural soile. Sulphur is one 
of the constituents of acid phosphate (in 
the form of sulphate of lime); sodium 
sulphide is used in medicine, but I pre- 
sume it would be too expensive to be 
used ae a fertilizer, even if found to be 
effective. 


CORN V. COWPEA AS FOOD. 

A. G. Cremer, Lafayette, Ga.—What is 
the relative feed value of corn and cow- 
peas? Is it better to have peas ground 
or feed whole? Will carbon bisulphide 
used as a preventative for weevils in- 
jure peas for planting purposes? Can 
peas be relied on for seed that have been 
carried over from one year to another. 

Answer—No reliable rule has yet been 
deduced whereby the value of one feed- 
ing stuff in terms of another can be 
stated, as based on the nutrients con- 
tained in each.’ It is particularly true 
in regard to grains that differ in their 
nutrient character so widely as in corn 
and cowpeas. The best that I can do 
is to say that the feeding value of corn 
is to the feeding value of cowpeas as 
163 is to 112, which is equivalent to say- 
ing that 100 pounds of clean cowpeas 
are equal in food value to about 109 
pounds of shelled corn. Cowpeas are 
better suited for growing animals, 
while corn is better for fattening pur- 
poses. If convenient to so prepare them 
cowpeas and corn are both better if 
cracked or ground coarsely, but it is 
doubtful if the advantage tis sufficient 
to pay for the grinding. Peas a year 
old are not so reliable for planting pur- 
poses as those of the previous season's 
crop. Ail seeds deteriorate in vitality, 
more or less; with year of age—some 
much more than others.

COTTON MEAL FOR SOW AND PIGS. 

W. P. Sewell, Temple, Ge.—I have a 
sow and pigs that I am feeding cotton 
seed meal, half meal and shorts stirred 
in slops. Will it hurt the pigs? Please 
advise me, — 

Answer: It has not yet been satis- 
factorily determined that cotton seed 
may be safely fed to young pigs, even 
in small quantities for any prolonged 
period. I would hold up the feeding of 
the cotton seed meal after feeding for 
three or four weeks for at least one 
week. It is better to “go slow” in such 
feeding and keep on the safe side. - 


SPRAIN OF FETLOCK JOINT. 

L. M., Bowman, S. C.—My mare, !6 
yeurs old, has sometimes been lame 
with her left front ankle over two 
years. She travels O. K. for some time 
and then gets lame again, and s0 on. 
When she rests for awhile her ankle 
stands cool or O. K. as if well ana 
sound, but after some distance’s run 
the ankle becomes feverish and lame. 
It used to have swollen big for a good 
while two years ago, but ever since 
then it has been but little. 

She had her ankle sprained, or wound- 
ed, which might. have been caused by 
stepping in hole, bridge or against some 
hard thing when she was driven by a 
party. She does not travel much ex- 
cept around home. I have been so pa- 
tiently applying the ankle with Sloan’s 
liniment and tincture of iodine all the 
time when necessary. Please advise 
me with best instructions as to keep it 
steadily well. 

Answer—lIt is doubtless the result of 
a sprain of some one or more of the 
ligaments about the fetlock. The trou-
